Among  these  education  has  on  im- 
ft  position.  As  is  well  known,  the  Presi- 
>f  the  United  States  has  recommended 
III  men  and  women  in  service,  who  are 
fed  and  so  desire,  will  be  granted  the 
of  continuing  their  education  for  at 
•me  year,  and  that  some,  perhaps  many, 
cave  the  same  benefits  for  several  addi- 
, years.  A  grateful  people  will  see  to  it 
nose  who  have  broken  the  continuity  of 
education  in  defense  of  their  country  will 
2n  the  opportunity  of  resuming  it. 

Boston  College  we  have  given  much 
ltit  to  this  essential  duty.  There  are  more 
Wivo  thousand  men  in  military  service  who 
called  from  the  lecture  rooms  of  the  dif- 

schools.  It  is  too  early  to  send  out  a 
cd  blueprint  of  the  plan  which  is  in  for- 
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motion.  The  colleges  must  wait  upon  the  de- 
cisions of  the  different  associations  which  con- 
trol professional  schools  and,  to  a  certain 
extent,  undergraduate  education  as  well.  We 
must  wait  also  until  the  Army  and  Navy  es- 
tablish their  "universities,"  which  are  already 
in  the  making  in  different  parts  of  the  world. 
But  as  soon  as  all  the  elements  that  enter  into 
the  problem  can  be  foreseen  a  definite  plan 
will  be  communicated  to  all  our  students. 

In  the  meantime  each  one  should  hold  fast 
to  the  determination  to  complete  his  educa- 
tion, whatever  may  have  been  the  point  of  in- 
terruption. The  apprehension  of  many  that  they 
will  be  too  "old"  or  that  added  years  of  study 
will  place  them  at  a  disadvantage  loses  most 
of  its  force  when  one  realizes  that  practically 
all  young  men  of  the  same  age  group  are  in 
the  same  circumstances.  The  relative  posi- 
tions have  not  changed.  After  the  war  the 
ways  of  life  will  gradually  get  back  into  their 
old  channels,  the  priest,  doctor,  the  lawyer, 
teacher  or  business  man  will  have  to  meet  the 
same  standards.  It  seems  probable  that  the 
time  spent  in  study  during  these  years  when 
industry  and  business  are  passing  through  the 
uncertainties  of  transition  will  be  exceedingly 
profitable. 

Even  though  the  student  finds  after  a  year 
that  advanced  study  is,  for  one  reason  or  other, 
undesirable,  yet  that  year  cannot  fail  to  yield 
him  rich  returns,  for  it  will  enable  him  to  re- 
turn to  civilian  life  with  all  those  qualities  of 
living,  those  attitudes  and  ideals  which  have 
little  value  in  the  camp  but  which  are  the  bind- 
ing force  of  social  and  individual  living. 
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POST-WAR  DISCUSSION 


■C-i  Cooperating  Faculty  and  Student  Groups  of 
the  Universities'  Committee  on  Post-War  In- 
ternational Problems  have  recently  been  formed 
at  the  College.  The  Faculty  Group  at  present 
is  made  up  of  Very  Reverend  Father  Rector-; 
William  J.  Murphy,  S.J.,  the  Deans  of  the  Fac- 
ulties and  the  Chairmen  of  the  Departments. 
Rev.  John  A.  O'Brien,  S.J.,  Chairman  of  the 
Philosophy  Department,  is  the  group's  chair- 
man, and  Rev.  James  L.  Burke,  S.J.,  assistant 
Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  and  Chairman 
of  the  Department  of  History  and  Government 
is  its  secretary.  It  is  planned  to  enlarge  the 
Faculty  Group  to  include  all  interested  mem- 
bers. 

The  student  group  functions  chiefly  through 
the  Fulton  Debating  Society,  where  the  topics 
proposed  for  discussion  by  the  Universities' 
Committee  are  debated.  Some  of  the  topics 
already  discussed  by  the  student  group  are: 
"Education  and  World  Peace,"  "Treatment  of 
Defeated  Countries  —  Germany,"  "Interna- 
tional   Economic  Collaboration." 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Group, 
Rev.  John  A.  O'Brien,  S.J.,  read  a  paper  on 
the  subject:  "Philosophy  and  Post-War  Plan- 
ning."    Father  O'Brien  said  in  part: 

"A  key  to  the  Catholic  approach  of  post- 
war problems  is  found  in  certain  statements 
of  Leo  XIII  and  Pius  XI  in  which  the  Pontiffs 
stress  the  influence  of  Christian  social  teach- 
ing in  developing  the  perfections  of  the  social 
life  and  institutions  of  the  High  Middle  Ages. 
This  social  order  pf  Christial  Medieval  Europe 
was  lost,  according  to  Pius  XI,  not  by  any  in- 
herent weakness  in  the  ideals  or  the  institutions' 
of  Medieval  Society  nor  by  its  incapacity  for 
development  and  adaptation  to  changing  needs 
and  circumstances,  but  by  the  growth  of  an 
excessive  Individualism  whose  needs  were  sown 
by  the  Protestant  Reformation  and  which  in 
the  succeeding  centuries  extended  its  harm- 
ful effects  to  all  spheres  of  social  activity  and 
thought.      So,   the   cure   proposed  by  the    Pon- 


tiffs  for  the   ills  that   plague   and   threaten 
destroy   modern   Society    is   a    modernized    nj 
toration  of  the  highly  developed  social   life 
Christian  Medieval   Europe. 

"Catholic    social    thinkers    such    as    Jacqi 
Maritain,  the  eminent  French  philosopher,  1 
Hilaire    Belloc,    apply    this    general    thesis 
Catholic    social    philosophy   to   the    solution 
modern      problems.       Maritain's      personal 
pluralist     State    orientated     towards    Christi 
ideals  and  described  by  Maritain  in  his  "Tv 
Humanism,"  is  an  application  of  the  teachir 
of  Leo  XIII   and  Pius  XI   to  modern  problc 
of  Political    Philosophy.      Belloc   in  such   boc; 
as  "The  Servile  State,"  "The  Crisis  of  Civilin 
tion,"  and  "The  Restoration  of  Property,"  ai 
to  show  the  need  of  restoring  the  distribut 
characteristic    of   Medieval    property   and    si, 
gests  remedies  for  this  restoration. 

"From  the  Pontiffs'  teachings,  a  post-vj 
program  can  be  developed  that  is  not  unrea1 
tic,  reactionary,  vague  or  merely  negative 
character,  and  their  general  approach  to  m 
dern  social  problems  can  be  applied  to  ev 
national   and   international   post-war  problem 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Groi 
Rev.  James  L.  Burke,  S.J.,  will  discuss  the  ■ 
en-point  program  issued  by  Catholic,  Jew^ 
and  Protestant  leaders.  This  program  has  n 
endorsement  of  many  Catholic  archbishui 
and  bishops,  prominent  members  of  the  cle| 
and  laymen.

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ARE  HIS  BUSINESS 


(The  following  excerpts  are  from  the  article  by  Frank 
Cunningham  that  appeared  in  the  September  issue  of  St. 
Anthony's   Messenger.) 

t£)  Iron  bars  may  not  make  a  cell,  as  a  poet 
once  wrote,  but  those  who  are  behind  iron  bars 
find  them  quite  adequate  in  this  connection. 
To  remove  these  bars,  these  stone  walls  and 
alert  guards  and  prison  whistles,  there  are  sev- 
eral methods  open  to  a  prisoner.  One  which 
cannot  be  recommended  by  the  great  majority 
of  those  who  have  tried  it  is  to  "go  over  the 
wall."  This  method  invariably  leads  to  more 
trouble  and  to  a  much  longer  period  of  time* 
in  which  to  contemplate  the  less  attractive  mo- 
ments of  a  prisoner's  life.  Another  method  is 
an  appeal  for  Executive  clemency.  And  the 
man  who  reviews  the  petition  and  sends  it  on 
its  way  to  the  President  of  the  United  States 
for  final  decision  is  Daniel  M.  Lyons,  Pardon 
Attorney  for  the  Department  of  Justice  in  pres- 
ent hectic  Washington. 

Dan  Lyons,  an  ardent  Catholic,  has  a  posi- 
tion which  is  difficult.  His  work  may  mean 
that  a  convicted  man  can  once  more  take  his 
place  not  in  the  prison  line,  but  in  the  free 
world;  or,  conversely,  that  the  prisoner  must 
remain  in  the  custody  of  the  Government.  It 
is  work  that — because  of  the  human  element 
involved — can  be  an  intense  strain  on  one's 
emotions.  But,  at  the  same  time,  which  has 
to  be  kept  free  of  emotion  in  order  that  a  just 
verdict  is  rendered. 

In  connection  with  Executive  Clemency  it 
must  be  remembered  that  much  of  the  Pardon 
Attorney's  work  concerns  appeals  for  the  res- 
toration of  Civil  Rights,  privileges  which  were 
lost  when  the  person  appealing  was  sentenced 
and  which  were  not  restored  on  completion  of 
the  confinement  period.  So  it  is  not  alone  with 
individuals  behind  bars  that  the  Pardon  At- 
torney works. 

When  Dan  Lyons  was  assistant  district  at- 
torney of  Suffolk  County,  Massachusetts,  1917- 
1922,  he  had  charge  of  the  juvenile  cases  and 
became  interested  in  pardon  and  parole  prob- 
lems of  men  before  the  Criminal  Court.  He 
used  all  his  influence  to  obtain  fairness,  as  he 
saw  it,  in  these  cases.  When  Lyons  was  offered 
the  position  of  Pardon  Attorney  for  the  De- 
partment of  Justice,    in   August,    1936^ — after 
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being  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  Gov-i 
ernment  since  May,  1935 — he  realized  this  wasj 
an    opportunity    to    get    in    a    place   where    hisi 
pardon    interest   would    have    its   fullest   outlet. 
He  accepted  the  offer.     His  office  has  charge; 
of  all  pardon  appeals  or  other  forms  of  Execu- 
tive Clemency  directed  to  the  President.    These 
appeals  may  result  in  a  full  pardon,  a  shorten- 
ing of  sentence,   or  the   remittance  of  a   fine. 
Paroles  are  not  included  as  they  go  to  the  Pa- 
role Board. 

"In  considering  a  pardon,"  Dan  Lyons  said 
to  me,  "we  have  to  observe  the  difference  be- 
tween the  state  of  a  man  who  is  innocent  and 
that  of  a  man  who  has  been  or  could  be  found 
'not  guilty.'  At  a  criminal  trial  guilt  must  be 
proved  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  by  testimony 
in  accordance  with  the  rules.  Sometimes  a( 
guilty  man  escapes  conviction  because  the 
most  important  evidence  against  him  is  not  in* 
such  shape  as  to  be  admissible  under  the  rules 
governing  a  trial  or  because  he  has  managed 
somehow,  perhaps  through  false  testimony,  tOi 
create  such  a  doubt  in  the  jury's  mind  as  to: 
require  them  to  render  a  verdict  of  not  guilty. 
Conversely,  a  man  may  be  found  guilty  who, 
if  things  had  been  different  at  the  trial,  could 
have  procured  a  favorable  verdict.  In  pardon 
procedure  we  look  at  the  entire  case  and  if 
the  man  is  clearly  guilty,  or  to  put  it  in  another 
way,  if  he  is  not  manifestly  innocent,  we  will 
not  recommend  a  pardon  unless  there  is  some 
other  reason   for   it. 

"Sometimes  we  have  a  case  of  a  man  who 
makes  a  continuous  claim  of  innocence,  in- 
sisting in  it  even  after  numerous  appeals  for 
clemency  have  been  denied.  Such  persistence 
does  not  neceSsiarily  prove  the  man's  inno-.' 
cence.  What  the  prisoner  really  means  is  that 
he  is  not  guilty,  that  is,  he  feels  he  is  entitled 
to  a  verdict  of  not  guilty.  Perhaps  for  twenty 
years  he  has  been  reenacting  his  trial.  His  : 
conclusion  is  that  if  his  case  had  been  handled 
differently  he  would  have  been  freed." 

The  activity  of  Mr.  Lyons'  office  is  shown 
by  his  latest  report  to  the  Senate  and  the  House 
of  Representatives:  Applications  pending,  682; 
Applications  docketed  during  the  vear,  1,272.

1  Pardon  Attorney  Lyons  had  an  impressive 
ireer  before  he  took  over  his  present  position, 
e  was  born  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  Febru- 
y  7,  1 886,  and  had  his  early  education  in 
•e  public  schools  there.  He  was  graduated 
om  the  excellent  Boston  Latin  School  in  1903 
id  Boston  College  in  1907.  At  that  time 
)ston  College  had  a  student  body  of  150  and 
?iere  were  only  fifteen  members  of  the  Class 

1907. 

Lyons  received  his  legal  education  at  the 
urvard  Law  School  and  in  1910  he  became 
member  of  the  Massachusetts  bar...  A  year 
ter  he  became  a  member  of  the  Bar  of  the 
lited  States  Court  for  the  District  of  hAossa- 
usetts.  Assistant  District  Attorney  for  Suf- 
Ik  County,  1917-1922,  he  afterwords  won 
vwide  reputation  in  private  practice  in  Bos- 
i,  where  he  practiced  until  1935,  at  which 
fine  he  went  with  the  United  States  Govem- 
*nt  as  Litigation  Attorney  for  the  NRA.  Some 
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six  months  later  he  became  trial  examiner  for 
the  Labor  Relations  Board,  a  post  he  left  to 
assume  the  position  of  Pardon  Attorney. 

In  1930  his  book,  "Criminal  Procedure  in 
Massachusetts  Courts,"  was  published  and  well 
received. 

Married  in  1918  to  Alice  Louise  Cummings 
of  Boston,  Mr.  Lyons  has  four  children. 
Charles,  Georgetown  '40,  is  an  agent  with  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation,  lives  in  South 
Carolinai;  Daniel,  Jr.,  Georgetown  '45,  is  a 
private  in  the  Army;  Adelaide,  Trinity  '42,  is 
at  the  WAVES  Officers'  Training  School,  Smith 
College,  Northampton,  Mass.,  and  Alice,  the 
youngest  child,  hopes  to  enter  Trinity  soon. 

The  Lyons  family  has  an  attractive  home  on 
46th  Street  off  Massachusetts  Avenue,  and 
there  Dan  Lyons  says  he  "likes  to  putter  around 
in  the  yard."  He  doesn't  care  too  much  for 
bridge  and  golf  as  "I  like  to  play  for  fun  and 
not  for  keeps  and  sometimes  my  playing  in 
such  a  spirit  is  likely  to  embarrass  my  part- 
ners." 

Active  in  Catholic  affairs,  at  one  time  he 
was  president  of  the  Boston  College  Alumni 
Association  and  a  member  of  the  Metropolitan 
Council  of  the  St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Society. 
He  is  an  enthusiastic  supporter  of  the  Catholic 
press,  for  which  he  has  unstinted  praise. 
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^  In  the  third  contest  in  the  World  Wars  series 
between  Boston  College  and  Harvard  the  two 
teams  delved  into  history  for  inspiration  and 
decided  on  a  second  T  party  to  re-enact  before 
44,000  fifty-cent  ticket  holders  in  the  Stadium 
on  November  20.  After  sixty  minutes  of  "in- 
formal" football  both  teams  had  garnered  six 
scalps  each,  could  get  no  more,  played  until 
the  final  whistle,  and  quit. 

But  that  is  the  end  of  the  story  of  the  1 943 
football  season.  Back  in  June  and  July  the 
Athletic  Association  began  to  receive  notices 
that  most  of  the  opponents  had  abandoned 
football,  and  a  fairly  decent  schedule  was 
dashed  to  smithereens.  In  addition,  the  en- 
rollment at  the  Heights  took  a  nosedive,  with 
the  majority  of  the  students  in  the  service. 
Football  apparently  was  out.  A  glimmer  of 
hope  came  when  the  Army  contingent  moved 
in  the  end  of  July.  This  was  soon  squashed 
by  one  Mr.  Stimson,  the  Secretary  of  War,  when 
he  refused  to  allow  any  Army  students  to  par- 
ticipate in  competitive  athletics.  Under  the 
circumstances  the  Holy  Cross  game  was  can- 
celled. Came  September,  and  Alumni  Field 
took  on  the  appearance  of  a  country  grave- 
yard. The  thump  of  the  pigskin  was  a  mem- 
ory. However,  one  bright  morning  the  grounds- 
keeper  thought  he  saw  a  mirage  when  about 
35  youngsters  danced  onto  the  field  followed 
by  "Moody"  Sarno  and  J.  P.  C.  Watched  by 
one  lone  reporter,  the  season  began. 

One  veteran,  Ed  Doherty,  reported  for  prac- 
tise. The  rest  of  the  material  was  summarized 
in  a  kindly  manner  by  a  radio  announcer  who 
stated  at  the  time  that  "The  war  has  done 
remarkable  things  to  Boston  College  football 
when  they  have  to  use  Fitzgeralds,  McCarthys 
and  Sheas."  At  any  rate,  without  any  assist- 
ants, Sarno  kept  working  quietly.  By  the  way, 
up  to  this  time  there  was  no  schedule.  Then 
it  was  announced  that  Boston  College  would 
play  Camp  Hingham  on  October  24.  Camp 
Hingham?  Never  heard  of  it.  Ten  thousand 
diehards  ventured  into  Fenway  Park  and  saw 
a  fairly  decent  game  end  with  a  42-6  score 
for  the  Eagles.  On  October  31  Brooklyn  Col- 
lege visited  Fenway,  and  this  time  10,000  saw 
the  Heightsmen  emerge  with  a  37-6  victory. 
After  the  Camp  Rome  game  on  November  7, 
the  Boston  Globe  flashed  the  headline:  ROME 
BURNS  AS  B.  C.  FIDDLES  64-0  VICTORY. 

Proceeding  with  day-to-day  scheduling,  the 
A.   A.   revealed  that  on   November  20  Boston 
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College  would  tangle  with  Harvard.  Immedi- 
ately the  research  artists  ran  for  the  records 
to  learn  that  the  two  schools  had  met  twice  be- 
fore on  the  gridiron  in  the  last  war,  with  B.  C. 
on  the  short  end  both  times.  Unnecessary  col- 
umns appeared  in  the  papers  about  the  cause 
of  the  cessation  of  athletic  competition  between 
the  two  schools.  What  had  1919  to  do  with 
1943? 

The  game  was  welcomed.  This  capital  of 
the  Commonwealth  had  been  rationed  severely 
in  football  vitamins.  Harvard  had  cancelled 
its  game  with  Yale,  B.  C.  was  not  to  meet  Holy 
Cross.  As  the  game  drew  near,  that  late  No- 
vember feeling  pervaded  the  town.  At  the 
Heights  an  old-time  custom  was  revived,  a  pre- 
game  smoker.  A  band  was  organized  in  double- 
quick  time.  Incidentally,  that  was  a  feat  in 
itself  when  it  is  realized  that  there  are  only 
about  300  students  left  at  the  College. 

The  game  itself?  "Moody"  Sarno  for  B.  C.ji 
and  Henry  Lamar  for  Harvard  presented  two  | 
well-coached  teams;  evenly  balanced  as  the 
score  really  shows,  and  furnished  the  best  en- 
tertainment for  fifty  cents  since  an  Amateur 
Night  in  the  old  vaudeville  days.  For  three 
periods  both  teams  hoarded  goose  eggs  on  the 
scoreboard.  In  the  third  period,  Charlie  Mc- 
Coy, who  had  replaced  Doherty,  drove  the 
Eagles  to  the  Harvard  15.  A  15-yard  penalty 
placed  them  back  on  the  30,  so  Charlie  started 
all  over  again,  and  arrived  at  the  7,  where  the 
ball  was  lost  on  downs.  Shortly  after,  B.  C. 
had  the  situation  well  in  hand  again  and  sent 
Aznavourian  to  the  Harvard  30.  Here  the 
period  ended.  Ed  Doherty  returned  to  the 
game.  Sizing  things  up  to  a  T,  he  alternated 
between  Aznavourian  and  Morro  until  Morro 
slipped  through  into  the  promised  land  for  a?' 
T.D.     The  point  after  failed. 

Harvard   seemed   to   be   put   out  about  this! 
and   showed    it.      With   the   assistance  of   Phil 
Centola   and    Paul    Perkins,    the    fullback,    the; 
Crimsons   ended   the   kickoff   in   a    touchdown , 
despite  determined  goal  line  opposition.     Fail-' 
ure  to  make  the  extra  point  tied  matters  up,* 
By  this  time  the  players  on  both  sides  felt  that 
they  had  given  the  spectators  only  forty-eight 
cents'  worth.     So  Bill  Morro  intercepted  a  pass 
and  was  on  the  way  to  the  winning  score  wher 
Walter  Trumbull,  the  last  Harvard  man  in  the 
way,  said  to  himself,  "John  Harvard  won't  like 
this,"    and   with    utter   disregard    for   the    fact 
that  Bill  was  the  brother  of  the  famous  B.  C.'S 
captain,  Al  Morro,  pushed  him  out  of  bounds 
on  the  Harvard  1  5.     At  this  point  a  doctor  in* 
the  gathering   was  afraid  that  the   spectators' 
might  overcrowd  the  local  hospitals  with  higrj 
blood  pressure  cases,  so  he  wig-wagged  the  of$ 
ficials  and  the  whistle  was  tooted,  ending  the:
